The BF eéeral Government | 
bases its case en the conten- | 
tion that Palmer was a Repub- | 
lican county chairman and a | 
precinct committeeman at the | 
same time he was in charge of | 
disbursing federal money for | 
projects in the fisheries, game | 
and forestry dWisions of the | 
conservation department. Palm- | 
er is from Yorkville, near Chi- | 
cago. 

Palmer has admitted to the 
United States Government that | 
technically he was in charge of | 
federal money used in his de- | 
partment but said that federal- | 
ly financed projects in the | 
three divisions were in effect | 
resid direction from Washing- 

on. 

He said that technicians and 
specialists carried out state- 
federal projects under strict 
regulation by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Palmer said that he 
signed the necessary papers to 
get the projects under way but 
that thereafter everything was

Turkeys are in bountiful sup- 
ply for Thanksgiving, area gro- 
cers said today, but they’ll cost 
slightly more than last year. 

Most of the larger chain gro- 
ceries reported prices about 
one cent a pound higher than 
in 1957. One. said the range 
will be about the same, with 
tom turkeys up a-bit and hens 
down about as much. 


“They are plentiful in all | 


sizes,” a merchandiser said. 
“The selection is even better 
than last year.” 

Most turkeys below 16 
pounds will sell for from 40 to 
45 cents a pound. Toms 18 
pounds and heavier will cost 
between 35 and 37 cents a 
pound.

“The right of a Governor in | 
any state in the union to select 
his own cabinet is one that 
cannot be contested by the rul- 
ings of a Washington bureau. 
The State of Illinois pays Mr.

“The fact that some projects |

The same reasons for ex- 
empting such persons at. the 
state level, as dictated the ex- 
emptions at the federal level, 
must be assumed to apply.”

DULL PAIN OF | 
DENTAL PATIENTS 


CHICAGO, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
An acoustic technique, con- 
trolled by the patient, for mini- 
mizing pain was reported yes- 
terday by Dr. Wallace J. Gard- 
ner, dentist, and Dr. J. C. R. 
Licklider, psychologist, both of 
Cambridge, Mass., to the 
Acoustical Society of America. 
Dr. Licklider is president of 
the society. 

The tient, wearing ear- 
phones, listens to music of his 
own choice reproduced in high 
quality, three-dimensiona] ef- 
fect much like stereo. He holds | 
a control box with two knobs. 
One knob varies music volume; 
the other turns on and con- 
trols the volume of random 
noise which sounds much like 
Niagara Falls. At high volume 
the noise blots out the sound 
of the dental drill. 

Dr. Gardner reported he 
experimented ‘with the audio 
analgesiac for eight months on 
more than 200 patients, of 
whom Dr. Licklider was the 
first. 

The ‘dentist said he found 
that 63 per cent of the persons 
tested reported completely  ef- 
fective suppression of pain, 
Another 25 per cent, Dr. Gard- | 
ner said, responded to the | 
music and noise combination | 
with varying degrees of effec- | 
tiveness, but requested no anes: 
thetic. 

In addition to experimenting | | 
while drilling cavities in pre- 
paration. for fillings, Dr. Gard- 
ner pulled teeth of 14 patients 
who used only noise and music 
from the audio analgesiac for 
the relief of pain.

In addition, competitive mass 
transportation systems should be 
allowed to develop freely. 

Land for major highways 
throughout the county should be 
condemned now. The county 
should hold an option on this 
land for a firm price. In consid- 
eration for this option, this land 
(and any improvements on it or 
later made on it) should be tax 
free during the life of the option. 

Tearing down houses to put in 
highways costs the taxpayer dear- 
ly and always results in great in- 
justices to many home owners 
and to local communities. 

Public housing should not be 
forced on us against our will.

Senator Gore’s Nuclear Loophole 


Senator Gore’s proposal for a partial sus-. 
pension of nuclear tests above looks 
plausible at first glance, but are some 
very disturbing things about it. 

The Tennesseean’s plan is offered as 
something the United States could do on its 
own initiative, without waiting for agreement 
at the Geneva conference, which now, unfor- 
tunately, appears hopelessly deadlocked. If 
the conference finally does break down, Sena- 
tor Gore’s plan might be better than nothing. 

He urges that the United States for three 
years conduct no nuclear tests except under 
ground, under water, in outer space or for 
peaceful purposes. In short, those nuclear 
explosions which produce fallout would be 
reduced if not altogether eliminated. At the 


end of three years, Senator Gore would have — 


our Government offer to sign a treaty with 
Russia making the suspension permanent. 

What is disturbing about the Gore plan is 
the possibility that it may resent just an- 
other maneuver of those forees in our Gov- 
ernment which have fought the suspension 
of nuclear testing from first to last. Its pur- 
pose could be, not merely to fill a void left 
by failure of the Geneva conference, but to 
help assure the failure.

If Americans can be persuaded that we 
can seem to suspend tests without actually 
suspending them—that we can placate world 
opinion while continuing to conduct those 
tests our military leaders most want to con- 
tinue—then the people may conclude that 
there is no reason to go on with the hard, 
agonizing work of trying to hammer out 
agreement with the Russians.

The County Police Problem 


Supervisor-elect James H. J. McNary is 
giving thought to the county’s police financ- 
ing problem. It does indeed loom large. The 
best chance for solution lies in tackling it 
as part of the problem of adequately organ- 
izing police service. The problems are tied 
to one another in such a way that it is vir- 
tually impossible equitably to solve one with- 
out considering the other. The most imagi- 
native solution yet proposed comes from the 
university political scientists who drafted 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey.

High Cost of Illness 


Overcharging of persons covered by medi- 
cal and hospital insurance, complaints of 
which are being investigated here, is a pecu- 
liarly suicidal kind of short-sightedness. It 
defeats the purpose of health insurance, to 
the extent to which it is practiced. It under- 
mines medical practice and medical prac- 
titioners, including’ thé very ones who are 
guilty of it. 

Complaints of overcharges up to 50 and 75 
per cent, submitted py members of the 
United Auto Workers, are being investigated 
by the St. Louis AFL-CIO Labor Council and 
by the Missouri State Medical Association, 
sponsor of Blue Shield. That abuses of the 
sort exist, and on a nation-wide scale, is 
hardly open to argument. So serious have 
they become that the president of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, Dr. Gunnar Gun- 
dersen, sounded a solemn warning only last 
month. They can, he said, “ruin voluntary 
insurance and imperil the private practice of 
medicine.” And he went on to declare: “On 
the matter of costs, perhaps none of us has 
been entirely blameless, and I include doc- 
tors, hospitals, insurers and patients. Per- 
haps it would be best to admit our share of 
past guilt.” 

As long as a year ago Dr. Paul R. Hawley 
of Chicago, a director of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, was warning that exor- 
bitant fees were “a cardinal sin.” Some 
increases in doctor’s fees and hospital bills 
are, of course, due to the general price infla- 
tion and therefore justifiable. But the prices 
of medical services have risen “much more” 
than general prices since 1947, with hospital 
charges increasing 5 to 10 per cent a year, 
the chairman of the Harvard University De- 
partment of Economics, Seymour Harris, 
found in a survey. 

Doubtless the notion that a patient should 
be charged according to ability to’ pay has 
something to do with the matter. Blue Shield, 
Blue Cross and other health insurance plans 
do improve the ability of the patient to pay. 
Two thirds of American doctors believe in a 
sliding scale based on means, according to a 
nation-wide survey made by the American 
Medical Association two years ago. To apply 
the means test to health insurance, however, 
is cynical and, in the long run, not even 
self-serving. 

Irresponsibility invites controls. That is 
what Dr. Gundersen was thinking about when 
he warned greedy practitioners, and that is 
what we should like to see more individual 
physicians and hospital administrators think- 
ing about and speaking up against. 


Alaska’s Wooing 


Secretary of Interior Seaton’s heart has 
at long last begun to bleed for the Alaskan 
salmon. Stumping the new forty-ninth state 
which is electing Senators, a Representative 
and state officials next week, he says he will 
propose a ban on fish traps in the 1959 fish- 
ing regulations. 

Alaska wants the fish trap banned, just as 
it wants the shipping monopoly broken, and 
now that it is a state it will be listened to in 
Washington with new respect. Salmon traps 
mine Alaskan waters and enable a few can- 
ning companies in the United States to 
monopolize the catch and sell it at high 
prices.

Roadblock on Rezoning 


If the County Council is as anxious as it 
ought to be to help create thousands of new 
job opportunities at Columbia Bottoms, it 
has a peculiar way of showing it. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce’s nonprofit Industrial Park 
Corp. has been trying since July 30 to get 
the swampy, flood-threatened and virtually 
unproductive Bottoms land rezoned from 
single-family residential to industrial use. 
So far it has gotten absolutely nowhere with 
the Council. 

Democratic Councilman Thomas Dunne was 
able to persuade his colleagues to extend him 
the “courtesy” of taking no action pending 
an effort to provide “safeguards.” He was 
worried about what would happen if the 


Chamber’s efforts to transform the area into ' 


a thriving industrial park fell through. 


If the Council can rezone the area from 
residential to industrial, as it certainly should, 
it also can revoke that zoning if the plan 
collapses. The Chamber says it will know 

ne way or another within six months. But 

fore it spends any money on the engineer- 
ing survey that will give it a definitive an- 
swer, it has to have the industrial zoning in 
hand. ' 

Mr. Dunne has been insisting on a special 
“industrial-park” zoning category. The Cham- 
ber finds the industrial-park ordinance un- 
acceptable on the ground of vagueness and 
excessive limitations. If Mr. Dunne and his 
Council colleagues really want to give a 
boost to a project that could mean 90,000 new 
jobs for the St. Louis area, they will take 
the Chamber at its word and proceed to the 
necessary rezoning forthwith. 


Strong Bipartisan Team 


‘It is more than an interesting coincidence 
that two recent Ambassadors to India from 
the United States will be serving in the Eighty- 
sixth Congress, one in each chamber.

Improving Police Protection in the County 
Adequate Financing for County Police Department Is the Key 


From Path of Progress 
Metropolitan St. Louis Survey 


Law enforcement is a governmen- 
tal function which cannot-be handled 
adequately by numerous police forces 
whose authority is confined within 
the limits of small municipalities. 


Criminals do not respect political 
boundaries. They reside in one town 
but ply their trade throughout an 
entire area. 

The County Police Department 
should become the agency through 
which all — forces in the county 
are co-ordinated. This will require 
the county to furnish: (1) central

tory, and (5) spe- 

cial investigation 
service. 


. The Survey 
recommends that the county police 
should be responsible for furnishing 
full police protection to all munici- 
palities Which have populations of 
less than 4000, and to those larger 
cities which fail to maintain police 
protection at a minimum level of 
adequacy. 

This level of adequacy can be 
based upon such factors as (1) mini- 
mum number of police officers re- 
quired, (2) minimum qualifications 
of police officers, and (3) require- 
ments for in-service training. 

Cities of 4000 or more which main- 
tain adequate police service will re- 
ceive a tax refund equal to the cost

-of providing the service at the mini- 


mum level, They may offer services 
above the standard at their own ex- 
pense. 

This plan will accomplish two ob- 
jectives. First, municipalities which 
supply adequate police protection to 
their citizens, either by their own 
forces or by contract with the coun- 
ty, will not be required to subsidize 
this service in other areas where it 
is performed by the county. 

Second, a certain amount of prop- 
erty tax equalization will be achieved. 
There are already wide variations in 


Alaska Abbreviation 


Just to add to the problems of the 
day, consider now what should be 
the abbreviation for our new state— 
Alaska. 

Some say no abbreviation is 
needed, just call it Alaska. This is 
a direct slap at Iowa, with an even 
shorter name, which long has been 


the ability of the municipalities to 
finance services because of differ- 
ences in tax bases. These variations 
will probably become more pro- 
nounced as the county grows since 
types of land use which create large 
tax bases are concentrated in a lim- 
ited number of county areas. A 
uniform, county-wide tax, with re- 
funds based on actual service costs, 
will help spread this tax base over 
the entire county. 

Application of a standard devised 
by the Survey for measuring a mini- 
mum level of adequacy of police 
protection indicates that there should 
be 102 policemen for the 70 county 
cities with populations under 4000. 


Assuming that the average cost is 
$5000 per policeman, the total addi- 
tional cost to the county on assum- 
ing responsibility for this new cov- 
erage will be $510,000. This sum 
is equivalent to a tax rate of 4.9 
cents on each $100 in 1956. 


Under this proposal the county 
will be required to refund to cities 
with populations of 4000 or more 
their costs of maintaining police de- 
partments at a minimum level. To 
maintain such a level, 418 policemen 
‘are needed in the 26 cities with pop- 
ulations of 4000 or more. Approxi- 
mate cost to be refunded to these 
cities will be $2,090,000. This rep- 
resents a tax rate over the entire 
county of 20.2 cents. 

The total increase in general coun- 
ty taxes for police service will thus 
be 25.1 cents. Residents of unin- 
corporated areas of the county will 
have to pay this amount without re- 
ceiving any refunds. They are re- 
ceiving police protection from the 
county, and this protection is being 
financed out of a county-wide tax. 


Persons living in municipalities 
with populations of less than 4000 
will pay this additional tax rate, but 
they will be relieved of any tax they 
are now paying for local police pro- 
tection. They will be adequately 
served by the county police. 

Residents of cities with en gears 
tions of 4000 or more will also pay 
this increased rate to the county. 
Their municipal government will be 
reimbursed if it maintains a police 
force whch meets minimum stand- 


ards of adequacy. If the municipal 
government fails *to meet such a 
standard or if it requests the county 
to furnish police protection, the 
county will provide the service and 
no refund will be made. 

In either case, relieving the mu- 
nicipality of the cost of police pro- 
tection will be reflected in a lower 
municipal tax rate. 

If estimates are based on totals for 
the 26 cities with population of 4000 
or more, the taxpayers of these cities 
will pay additional county tax of 
25.1 cents and their municipal gov- 
ernments will receive an average re- 
bate that is equivalent of a tax rate 
of 33.4 cents. 

The results will be a net gain for 
the taxpayers of these. cities of 8.3 
cents on each $100 of assessed valu- 
ation, The results for each individual 
city will vary depending on its as- 
sessed valuation and on the extent to 
which its police force meets the min- 
imum standard of adequacy.

ment at 30 divisions. 

Adequate territorial and 
home defense forces should be 
maintained by NATO govern- 
ments concerned. These units 
are destined to fight a subver- 
sive guerilla war. 

“NATO commanders should 
be given the command powers 
they need to take appropriate 
measures immediately in case 
of a surprise attack, particular- 


ly by air. The same resolu- 
tion alsd reeommended that the 
1947 Brussely treaty, the first 


Western defamse pact after 
World War II,) and which was 
directed against Germany, be 
mended “‘to allow Germany to 
uild coastal anti-submarine 
craft to fulfijl the task that 
has been aligted to it.” 
Standardization Urged. 

Finally, the first military 
resolution asked that top pri- 
ority be given to the standard- 
ization of logistic systems, 
armament and equipment at 
least for new types of weapons, 

The second military resolu- 
tion asked that “clear direc- 
tives be given to NATO com- 
manders as to the situation 
under which the nuclear stra- 
tegic weapons might be used.” 

The idea behind the recém- 
mendation seems to be that 
the supreme commander should 
be able to act in a given situ- 
ation without protracted nego- 
tiations by the 15 NATO gov- 
ernments. 

The resolution also recom- 
mends that the NATO council 
should give an urgent con- 
sideration to the production of 
troop transport aircraft and 
submarines. It further called 
for fast production of vessels 
and equipment for the NATO 
northern ocean flank. , 

The resolution said a “de- 
fense shipping authority” 
should be set up to keep tabs 
on all NATO merchant navies 
and to see that every skipper 
knows his port of mobilization. 

The conference called on 
NATO secretary general Paul- 
Henri Spaak to convene a con- 
ference of experts to study the 
streamlining of teaching and 
educational systems in NATO 
countries.

“In urban life our cities 
grew haphazardly, either in 
cross-cut grid-patterns or in 
ribbons along waterfronts. or 
desirable transportation facil- 
ities. As land developers de- 
vised newer and more attrac- 
tive patterns of environment 
in. outlying areas, we have 
abandoned the older areas to 
decay and neglect. This has 
been a wasteful process, waste- 


‘ful of something that cannot 


be duplicated: For these older 
areas are the ones that are 
strategic, convenient, and po- 
tentially desirable urban prop- 
erty enjoying the costly bene- 
fits of streets, sewers, 


“This, of course, is the primary 
purpose of the work of our 
committee, 


“We must be missionaries. to 
those who do not understand 
that it is a profligate economic 
waste that no community can 
afford. Ultimately it will be 
physically impossible to pick 
up and move another 10 miles 
down the road as our fancy de- 
sires, or if we become dissatis- 
fied with our present neigh- 
borhood. A substantial part of 
the waste in abandoned public 
improvements and utilities in 
central streets may be blamed 
on municipal government—or, 
perhaps I should say, the’ lack 
of municipal government. 


Power to Outlaw. 


“Every city and town has the 
authority and the power to set 
aside certain areas within its 
confines for certain types of 
residential living, It has the 
authority and the power to des- 
ignate other areas for commer- 
cial and/or industrial uses. 
There is no. reason to permit 
infringements of one on the 
other, thereby destroying the 
quality and desirability of the 


outlaw the use of housing that 
fails to meet adequate local 
standards just as every city 
may prevent the use of an 
automobile that fails to pass a 
sensible safety inspection test. 
Local governments may do this 
under their general ‘police 
power’—the authority normally 
contained in the city charter, 
to protect the public health, 
welfare and safety. Rarely is it 
necessary for local officials to 
get special authority from their 
state legislature. They already 
have the authority, 


“There must be a-local law 
setting housing standards,” 
Goodrich stressed. “Some com- 
munities have been reluctant to 
adopt and enforce local laws 
setting standards of health, 
safety and decency for ade- 
quate housing. Some municipal 
officials say adequate housing 
should be provided through 
voluntary co-operation. But 
nothing has yet been found to 
overcome lethargy and inertia 
so that residential deterioration 
can be prevented and whole- 
sale rehabilitation take place 
except impartial, systematic 
law enforcement.”

He said if Missouri increases | 
its gasoline tax by 2 cents a | 
gallon it “would seriously ef- 
fect the revenues to the cities | 
of Kansas City and St. Louis 
as the total taxes would be 
higher than the gasoline taxes 
in the adjoining states of Illi- 
nois and Kansas.” He predicted 
Missouri residents would go to 
these states to buy their gas- 
oline. 

Spencer estimated that gas- 
oline tax revenues would be 
reduced by as much as 21 per 
cent in Kansas City and 16 per 
cent in St. Louis if the state 
hikes its gasoline levy. 


CAVE DWELLERS’ 
TREASURES DUG UP 
NEAR BEERSHEBA 


JERUSALEM, Israel Sector, | 
Nov. 21 (AP)—French arch- 
eologists have discovered treas- 
ures of cave dwellers who lived 
near Beersheba 5000 ycars ago. 

The objects, sacred bowls of 
blue basalt and figures in 
ivory of men and women, are 
among the most valuable yet 
uncovered near this ancient 
crossroads. 

They may shed ilght on the 
people who dwelt in subter- 
ranean caves 2000 years be- 
fore the age of the patriarchs. | 

The Book of Genesis men- 
tions the Horites (or cave dwel- 
lers) who lived “beside the 
wilderness” and were smitten 
by the King of Elam. Just 
south of Beersheba archeolo- 
gists already have fovnd sev- 
eral chalcolithic cave dwellings 
which may have been of the 


Horites, and which contained 
jewelry, vessels and carved 
figures. 


The new find in the same 
area contains some of the finest 
figures yet brought to light 
here. For the first time a large 
number of them were found 
together. 

In a small well under one of 
the caves, diggers found a 
strongbox filled with 


boxes, and an ancient scythe. 
Despite their age, the figures 
were clearly detailed — the 
work of a skilled artisan.

Stevenson said “mental ill- | 


ness is unquestionably Ameri- 
oe number one health prob- 
lem.” He called for increased 
planning and expenditures to 
fight it. 

More than half of the na- 
tion’s hospital beds are occu- 
pied by mental patients, he 
said, and “on any ,given day 
some 850,000 Americans are in 
mental hospitals.” 

In contrast, Stevenson said. 
Soviet Health Minister Maria 
Kovrygina told him that less 
than 10 per cent of Russia’s ill 
are mental patients. 

Stevenson said the Russians 
may have different ideas of 
what constitutes mental disease 
and their figures may not offer 
a just comparison with the 
mental health problem in the 
United States. 

“One soon learns that it is 
as useless to argue with a dedi- 
cated Communist as it is with | 
a right-wing Republican,” he 
quipped. 

Stevenson said Soviet ex- 


perts told him Russians are | 


less prone to mental disease 


than Americans because their | 


tempo of life is slower, they 
have to make fewer decisions, 
and they enjoy a group life 
and belief in common aims. 

“TI am tempted to confirm 


ing that Russia seemed to a 
a large country with a single 
head,” he added. 

Stevenson said the Russians | 
are touchy when questioned 
about the problems of drunk- | 


quency. 

Although Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev recently ordered 
that bartenders can serve only 
one shot of vodka to a custo- 
mer, Stevenson . said, Mme. 
Kovrygina would not admit 
that alcoholism is among Rus- 
sia’s top 10 health problems.

Despite an un- 
orthodox batting style—he lift- 
ed his right foot off the ground 
as he started his swing—the 
“Little Giant” was one of the 
National League’s greatest 
sluggers and a brilliant out- 
fielder to boot. 

He played on the National 
League All-Star team 11 times 
and led the league in hemers 
in 1936, 1938 and 1942. He hit 
30 or more homers in eight 
seasons and knocked in 100 or 
more runs in nine seasons. He

It was in September of 1925 
that Ott, then 16 years old and 
carrying his battered suitcase, 
knocked at the door of Mc- 
Graw’s office and timidly en- 
tered when a voice roared

_ McGraw took an immediate 
liking to the youngster and re- 
fused to let him be sent to 
= minor leagues for season- 

“No minor league manager 
is gonna ruin the raw talent 
that this kid has.” the tyrant 
of the Polo Grounds roared 
when it was suggested that 
Ott’s career would be helped 
by minor league experience. 

Entire Career With Giants. 

Ott played his entire career 
in the majors with the Giants 
and adapated his style perfect- 
ly to the peculiar, short-right- 
field contours of the park. De- 
spite the short (257-foot) tar- 
get, Ott was such an accom- 


| plished hitter that no informed 


baseball man ever su ested 
that the park made tae aaa. 

Giant fans had an emotional 
alliance with the little slugger 
comparable to the greater im- 
pact that Babe Ruth had on 
the general public. Ott was the 
Giant fans’ “Babe Ruth.” He 
was a midget compared with 
Ruth, Lou Gehrig, Jimmy 
Foxx, Johnny Mize, Ralph 
Kiner, Mickey Mantle, Ted 
Williams and all the other 
great homer hitters, and that 
undoubtedly helped to explain 
his hold on the public. 

Owner Horace Stoneham 
picked Ott to succeed Bill 
Terry as manager of the Giants 
in December 1941 and the 
“Little Giant” held the post 
until one of the most sensa- 
tional stories in baseball his- 
tory broke on Aug. 19, 1948. 
When Ott was fired. Leo Duro- 
cher, hated by Giant fans, was 
named new Giants’ manager 
and Burt Shotton took over 
as Brooklyn pilot. 

When he retired in 1947, Ott 
left behind a record that in- 
cluded league marks for 
homers, runs scored, runs 
batted in, total bases (5041), 
bases on balls (1708), extra 
base hits (1071) and extra 
bases on long hits (2165). 

Ott took a fling at manag- 
ing in the minrs briefly but 
ended that phase of his career 
when he quit as pilot of Oak- 
land in the Pacific Coast 
League in 1952. Later, he 
served as an executive of a 
New Orleans engineering firm 
and then turned to broadcast- 
ing the Detroit Tiger games.

(AP)— Deer hunting pressure 
was expected to mount today 
as weekend sportsmen left city 
jobs for the woods.

Children Cost.M oney 


“MY HUSBAND gets an average salary,” writes Mrs. 
R., “and when we were first married we got along very 
well. Now, however, we have three children and only e 
very slight increase in his salary, and I just can’t make ends 
meet. Meanwhile, our friends with similar incomes who 
have no children or only one child are living a lot more 
comfortably than we are. I wouldn't want to be without 
any of our children, Dr. Popenoe, but it does seem tragic 
that we can’t do as much for them as we'd like to.” 


Most of us have learned that, Mrs. R. But we 
ought to face the fact that having children lowers 
the family’s standard of living and there’s no use 
denying it. Not only is there less money for each 
person in the family but the cost of children 
probably gone up more rapidly than salaries 
general have increased. If you will talk with 
parents or grandparents, I think they'll agree 
‘ children are disproportionately more expensive 
now then they were in the “good old days.” 


Every civilized nation is facing this problem. There 
must be some way to encourage people who love children 
to give them a good start, and be willing to make all the 
other sacrifices that children entail, ‘Parents must be 
ready to sacrifice their sleep and freedom to travel, and 
plenty of other things, but they should not have to sacri- 
fice the children’s welfare.. On the other hand, any finan- 
cial support which the state could give to the family in- 
vites the danger of encouraging people who will product 
children “for revenue only.” It seems obvious to me that 
such families are not likely to be most valuable to the com- 
munity or to posterity. 

Canadians seem to be well satisfied with their system 
of family allowance, and almost every civilized country of 
the world except the United States has some such provi- 
sion for equalizing the financial burden of children.

The New Films 


Affectionate Portrayal of a Boss 


EDWIN O’CONNOR’S delightful novel, “THE LAST 
= HFURRAH,” has been made into an equally delightful pic- 
‘ture of the same name, and is showing at LOEW’S STATE 
THEATER. This is an affectionate portrait of a big-city 

political boss, a charming Irish-American 
white-haired rogue who regards politics 
as the biggest American sport and has 
_-been playing that sport so shrewdly that 
for many years he has run a city not too 
much unlike Boston, — 
For a century, political bosses have 
: been cartooned as fat, gross, greedy and. 
corrupt tyrants. “The Last Hurrah” is unusual in that it 
presents the other side of the coin. Frank Skeffington, as 
erfectly played by Spencer Tracy, is a civilized man. He 

a biting native wit with which he pierces his adver- 
saries right and left. He is immensely astute on the chess- 
board of politics. He may cut some sharp corners and be 
branded as a crook by his opponents, but he does things 
for the good of the common people and we are given to 
,understand he hasn’t profited personally. He knows how to 
get the votes, but he also is a kindly fellow personally, His 
opponents, the wealthy old families, regard him as a rascal; 
he wryly views them as sanctimonious hypocrites who want 
to use politics ta protect and expand their personal for- 
tunes. 


Frank Nugent, in his screenplay, has extracted from 
O’Connor’s novel the pith and flavor of the people, and 
John Ford has directed it with warmth, gusto and juicy 
characterizations. Mr. Ford always has been the screen 
champion of the Irish, and he has familiar material here 
with which he can work lovingly. For Skeffington’s hench- 
men, such as Pat O’Brien, Jimmy Gleason, Wallace Ford 
arid Edward Brophy, are all salty Irish-Americans, with the 
exception of one Jew, played by Ricardo Cortez. The Skef- 
fington opponents for office are Irish, too—Frank McHugh 
as a perennial rebel, and Charles Fitzsimons.as a pompous 
clown who eventually, in a shattering upset, unseats the 
boss. 


There are many first-rate sequences, deftly done. There 
is a typical Irish wake at which Skeffington makes politi- 
cal hay, and his shocked, politically naive nephew and 
stooge (Jeffrey Hunter), gets a lesson in humanity. There 
is a lively, ironic scene when. Skeffington invades the hal- 
lowed club which is the lair of his bitter enemies, the 
bankers (headed by John Carradine and Basil Rath- 
bone) and tells them off (but why did they leave out that 
priceless gibe of Skeffington’s at the bankers: “We are of 
different national, religious and economic backgrounds, but 
one thing we have in common—we've all managed to stay 
out of jail.”) 


There is the funny bit in which Skeffington guilefully 
maneuvers a banker’s moronic son into accepting the post 
of Fire Commissioner so he can make an ass.out of him- 
self and embarrass his father. And another sequence in 

: which the reform candidate, played by Mr. Fitzsimons, 
makes a fool of himself posturing in front of the TV cam- 
eras, is hilarious. And there is rich sentiment in the climax 
when the tough old man dies with a characteristic quip on 
his lips.

Bahamian Faris Workers 


~NEW YORK, Noy. 21. 

NOT LONG AGO I went down to see my friend Henry 
Morgenthau at his home in Fishkill. He was just finishing 
harvesting his apple crop. He likes to call himself an ap- 
ple farmér, and he certainly produces beautiful fruit in 
very great quantity. 

But this year he has grappled with the problem that 
bédevils many of our farmers who have to @mploy tempo- 
rary labor during certain periods during the year, Mr. 
Morgenthau went, of course, to the Labor Department to 
get his help and was informed of all the rules which New 
York State lays down for housing and sanitary arrange- 
ments and with which he complied at considerable expense. 


Picking apples requires skilled workers and 
the first workers who were sent to him either were 
not strong enough to do the work or simply did not 
know how. The result was that for one painful 
week the apple-picking on his farm went unat- 
tended.. Then he was able to negotiate for a team 
of men from the Bahamas. 


These Bahamians came without their families. They 
had a manager who watched over their conditions and they 
were skilled workers. 

This imported help manages to make a considerable in- 
come, and they come here frankly to make as much as they 
can during the time they are.in.our country. Then they go 
home and live on what oe have made for the rest of the 
year. 


A small sum is usually set aside out of their 
pay te send to their families, end they are said to 

be very saving. The conditions under which they 

work are, of course, agreéd tpon by their Govern- 

ment before they come to this country, just as the 
conditions of Mexican Workers.are agreed upon be- 
tween Mexico and our Government. 

These workers choose their.own cooks and buy their 
own supplies. On their days off they may dress up and go 
into town or they may simply Hie in their bunks and rest. 
Their main objective is to, wofk as many days as possible 
and then to go home. — 

Also, there is an agreement by which if a man falls ill 
he {sg sent home at the employer's expense. I think, on the 
whole, every effort is made to make this season of work 
fair and profitable for both the employer and the employe. 

There is some feeling in some parts of the 
country that employing Mexican, Bahamian or any 
kind of labor coming from without our own bor- 
ders curtails the jobs available to men in the 

United States, Those who feel this way fail to rec- | 

ognize the fact that it is not always possible in a 

community to get skilled men to perform partic- 
jobs. Usually the remuneration depends on 
skill and the rapidity with which they can
